PREFACE. 


HE Urlity of Light-Houſes, Buoys, 

Beacons, and Sea-Marks, is beyond all 

Diſpute, and as to the Power and Au- 
thority of the Corporation to erect and main- 
tain them, I am perſuaded will ſufficiently 
appear in the Courſe of this Treatiſe ; but 
how far juſtifiable is the Attempt to depreciate 
the Right of the Corporation, to their ancient 
Duty of Buoyage and Beaconage, I leave to 
the Corporation to take Notice of, and ſhall 
only obſerve, that as there are ſome Hundreds 
of decayed Seamen, their Widows and Orphans, 
who are relieved out of the Fund ariſing from 
the Receipt of the Duties, payable by all 
Maſters of Ships and Veſſels, if the Means 
of Supply is with-held, the Charity of courſe 
can no longer ſubſiſt, and muſt end in the tak- 
ing away the ſeveral Light- Houſes, Sea-Marks, 
&c. whereby a great Number of worthy Poor 
will be deprived of a comfortable Subſiſtence,

Before this Act or Grant, the antient Duty 
of Buoyage and Beaconage was veſted in the 
Lord High Admirals of England, for the Time 
being, and upon Repreſentation to her Majeſty 
that the Corporation and the Admiral were con- 
tinually diſputing about their Rights, in the

zöth Year of her Reign, ſhe took the ſaid 
Buoyage and Beaconage from Charles Lord 
Howard, then Lord High Admiral of England, 
with the Addition of Ballaſtage, Laſtage, Pri-

* thereon, and gave it to the Corporation in Truſt 


for, and towards the Relief of old indigent Sea- 
men, their Widows and Orphans, and to en- 
courage and improve the Government and En- 
creaſe of the Navigation of this Kingdom. 

In this Situation the Corporation continued 
till King James the IId taking into Conſidera- 
tion the State .of 'the Corporation, and finding 
the great Uſe of ſuch a Body of Men, and the 
Services they were capable to render the Navy 
and in regulating the Mariners, Seamen, &c. 
from their Knowledge and Experience in Mari- 
time Affairs, was pleaſed to confirm their Char- 
ter for the Direction and Security of Naviga- 
tion, and to aſk, demand, and receive certain 
Tolls and Duties in Lieu and Conſideration for 
their Charges and Expences in erecting and 
maintaining the ſeveral Light-Houſes, Sea- 
marks, &c. as allo the Ballaſtage, Laftage, 
Primage, Buoyage and Beaconage. and to ap- 
ply the ſame for and towards the Relief of old 
indigent Seamen, their Widows and Orphans, 
as before granted by divers Charters, Letters 
Patent, &c. of the ſeveral Kings and Queens 
of this Realm for that purpoſe. 

His Majeſty King Charles the IId in the 17th 


Tear of his Reign, alſo granted and confirmed

His late Majeſty King George the IId, in the 
3d Year of his Reign, likewiſe recited, exem- 
plified and confirmed the Charter of King Hen- 
ry the VIIIth.

Continuance of the Ballaſtage and Laſtage was 
made and confirmed, for and towards the Relief 
of old decayed Seamen, their Wives, Widows 
and Orphans. 


In Conſequence of all which Grants, Charters, 
Letters Patent and Confirmations, by the ſaid 


Kings and Queens, the Corporation has conti- 


nued to be, and now is, a reſpectable and va- 
luable Body of Men, and their Affairs are in a 
very proſperous and flouriſhing State, and to 
this Day there is ſcarce a Sea- port, or Town in 


[1 the Kingdom, but where they have a Seaman 


and his Wife, Widow. or Orphan, relieved by 
them: And though at firft, they had no more 


than twenty-two Pounds per Annum in Lands, 


they have, from the encreaſe of their Fund, 


raiſed ſeveral comfortable beings for their Pen- 


ſioners at their Colledge or Hoſpital at Deptford, 


and alſo at Mile-end, where they have erected 


an elegant and commodious Building and en- 


dowed the ſame, with Coals and Candles, to- 
gether with a Chaplain to read Divine Service 


to the Inhabitants thereof on Sundays and other 
Days.

The Improvement of their antient Colledge 
or Hoſpital at Deptford, and the ereQing and 
endowing that at Mile-end, with their preſent 
Intention of making ſome additional Edifices,

LIGHT-HOUSE 8.4 


Light-Houſes, with regard to Maritime Af- 


fairs, are Houſes advantageouſly ſituated on an 


Eminence, near the Sea-Coaſt, or at the En- 
trance of ſome Port or River, for the Guidance 
of Ships in dark Nights, by the Illumination 
of a Fire or Candle burnt on the top of them. 

The firſt we read of in Hiſtory, was that 
called Pharos, and this was ſo ſuperb a Fabrick, 
as to be reckoned one of the Seven Wonders of 
the World, and to give a general Name to all 
ſucceſſive ones: It was built by Ptolemy Phila- 
delphus, on a ſmall Iſland in the Nile's Mouth, 
near Alexandria in Egypt, and is ſaid to have

Having in the Courſe of this Work, given a 
ſhort Hiſtorical Account of the Riſe and Progreſs 
of Lights and Light-Houſes, and particularly 
noticed that excellent Building on the Edyſtone 
by the very ingenious Mr. Smeaton, I muſt not 
omit to inſert the deſcription of the new Light- 
Houſe lately finiſhed at Dublin, as related in the 
Gazetteer, dated October 20, On Wedneſday his 
Excellency the Lord Lieutenant arived ſafe in our 


Harbour, and was ſaluted with three round of Can- 


non from the new Light-Houſe, which uſeſul 
building was begun in 1762, under the laudable 
Direction and Encouragement of the Gentlemen 
of the Ballaſt-Office Committee of that Year, 
This improvement has been carried on with great 
Art and Aſſiduity, in a ſituation where there was 
no Aid of Land for fixing any Machine, or 
working more than during the Time of low 
Water, and often interrupted by blowing Weather 
and high Seas, and difficult for Man or Boat to 
live there, &c. The Baſe or Foundation of this 
Building is an Hexagonian figure, near 40 Feet 
over and 24 Feet high, an entire ſolid Body of 
Stone, cut into paralelograms and pollygons, 
dove-tailed, cramped and cemented together in a 
particular manner to conſtitute the work Water- 
Proof, each Stone from Ten to Twenty-four 
Hundred Weight, the Number of Stones upwards 
of Ten Thouſand, excluſive of Five Thouſand 
Tons of filling Stones. On the Baſe, 24 Feer 
high, is erected a conical Tower; the Stones for 
this are not only cut circular on the gutſide but

concave within, to anſwer 35 different radiuſes : this 
Tower conſiſts of five Floors, including the Floor 
of Octagon Lanthorn, which is to be covered with 
Copper, 16 Feet diagonally : there are eight great 
Windows to this Lanthorn, covered with a Dome, 
in which there are 16 Ventilators, and terminated 
with a large gilt Ball, through which an ancient 
Staff paſſes for hoiſting a Flag from half Flood 
to half Ebb. There is connected to this Building 
a Key or Wharf, 315 Feet long, 32 Feet broad, 
and 17 Feet high ſolid. The cut Stones uſed in 
the above Works were quarried and wrought at 
the Mountains, five Miles diſtance from Dublin, 
and when brought up were * and carried 
upwards of a League diſtance eaſtward at the ex- 
treme End of the Pues, where the Light Ship was 
ſtationed, and there unſhipped, often with great 
Difficulty, occaſioned by blowing Weather and 
rough Water. It is remarkable no greater Acci- 
dent happened to the Workmen daily ſailing down 
and up, or at the Work, than the falling of one 
great Stone on the Foot of Mr. Smyth, who de- 
* and conducted this Work, generally allow- 
ed in a permanent and maſterly Manner. It was 
lighted September 29, 1767.”
